The affair in Cardenas harbor fol­ 
lowed a series of astonishing captures 
of Spanish ships—of arm ed and u n ­ 
arm ed m erchant ships, and it also fol­ 
lowed a series of daring attem pts to 
engage the naval vessels of the Span­ 
ish governm ent in do-and-die fights. 
F o r whenever a Spanish gunboat or 
cru iser show’ed herself in public, that 
is to say, w henever she showed her 
sm okestacks and hull to an American 
fighting ship, sm all or big, effectively 
or crudely armed, she was promptly 
invited to test her powers. 
Some­ 
tim es these challenges were ludicrous, 
for a converted small 
yacht 
would 
openly advance on a large gunboat 
possessed of ten times greater equip­ 
ment, run up her flag proudly, fire 
her b ark in g six-pounders 
and 
rush 
ahead and give every sign of wishing 
to engage in m ortal conflict for the 
eternal glory of one side or the other. 
The situation was frequently like the 
stree t situation wherein a small boy 
protrudes his 
head 
argum entatively 
and defies a m an to knock a chip ofT 
his shoulder. 
F o r instancy three days 
before the conflict in Cardenas h ar­ 
bor the gunboat Winslow, wdth Lieut. 
Bernadou in command 
and 
Ensign 
W orth Bagley in the position of execu­ 
tive officer, rushed toward three well­ 
equipped Spanish gunboats just out­ 
side of Cardenas, Intent on sinking 
every one of them. 
The W inslow the­ 
oretically was no m atch 
for 
three 
larger craft, but the spirit of daring 
and of contempt for the enemy was in 
th e air. 
The battle of Cardenas took place 
because three Spanish gunboats used 


a guess­ 
work place. 
The enemy used sm oke­ 
less powder; the American ships were 
draped with smoke. 
Then came an ­ 
other discharge from the Spaniards 
—from the shore, from visible w are­ 
houses. from the docks. 
T he Am er­ 
icans knew th at the gunboats were 
hidden am ong 
certain 
wharves, 
so 
they steamed ahead in defiance of the 
mines and the m asked batteries. They 
penetrated the zone of the buoys until 
they were only 800 yards from the 
gunboats. 
There was a continuous 
pyrotehenic 
display. 
The 
w ater 
around both boats constantly showed 
geysers. 
Lieut. Nemoomb observed tho con­ 
dition of the W inslow and steamed 
tow ard her, still valiantly peppering 
everything Spanish w ithin range. 
He 
saw Bagley signal and hold aloft a 
megaphone, and presently he 
heard 
the ensign yell: 
“We are disabled! 
Come and tow 
us off!” 
At once the Hudson steamed w ith­ 
in the uneven circle of w ater spouts. 
He approached until he was only 200 
yards from 
the 
battered 
Winslow. 
The shells came thicker and thicker 
and the S paniards were shooting with 
surprising accuracy. 
Once the W ins­ 
low careened and belched forth a part 
of her body. 
Steam followed the as­ 
sortm ent of missiles. 
On hoard the 
Hudson Newcomb observed to his men 
th at the boiler of the Winslow was 
evidently gone. 
N ear the pilot house he saw t h '

with a huge bandage around one leg. 
He saw Bagley walk calmly up to 
Bernadou, shake hands with him and

Jested in F ace of D eath. 
Bagley rushed to the rail and cried 


revenue cutter, entirely unm indful of ;

It was absolutely necessary for the 
little Hudson to get the rem ains of 
the W inslow and her dead out of the 
zone of fire. 
Half a dozen times the 
Hudson was struck by shells, so that 
she also began to resemble a dere­ 
lict. 
B ut she kept steam ing 
ahead 
through the treacherous shoals, over 
possible locations 
for 
mines, 
now 
scraping a coral reef, now dragging 
the W inslow off an unseen shallow 
place, but alw ays belching fort Ii flame 
and sm oke from her six-pounders and 
alw ays leaving the m asked batteries 
farth er and fa rth er behind, until at 
last the nearest geyser was yards and 
yards rearw ard. 
And then the officers yelled to the 
men on board 
the 
W inslow 
and 
learned of the death of Ensign Bag­ 
ley and 
of four other deaths. 
So 
great was the rage on the Hudson 
that every m em ber of her crew w ant­ 
ed to have the boat turned around and 
reenter the harbor and destroy every 
visible object in Cardenas, including 
the three gunboats and the masked 
battery and all the Spaniards there. 


G iven D eserved H onor. 
Of course they were m entioned in 
the reports of the conflict. 
P articular 
mention was made of the com m ander 
of the Hudson for his coolness and 
suprem e disregard of apparently cer­ 
tain destruction. 
Then P resident Mc­ 
Kinley sent to congress this recom­ 
m endation: 
“ I recommend th a t In recognition 
of the signal act of heroism of First 
Lieut. F ra n k 
H. 
Newcomb, 
United 
States revenue cutter service, above 
set forth, the th an k s of congress bo 
extended to him and to his officers 
and men of the Hudson, and th a t a 
gold medal of honor he presented to 
Lieut. Newcomb and a silver medal 
of honor to each member of his crew 
who served with him at Cardenas.” 
Both branches of congress united 
in passing favorably on the recom­ 
m endation and L ie u t Newcomb 
re­ 
ceived a letter from the treasu ry dc 
partm ent containing th is expression: 
“Yours is the proud distinction of 
being the only commissioned 
officer 
of any service to 
whom 
congress 
aw arded a gold medal for 
heroism 
during the w ar w ith Spain.”

OF LATE RUSSELL SAGE 


Muskogee, I. T.. July 26.-The death 
f Russell Sage removes a benefactor 
who will long be remembered by some 
ndians of the five tribes, who owe 
heir education to him. 
Mr. Sage's first visit to Indian Terri- 
ory was in 1883, when with J. Gould 
and others, he made an inspection trip 
iver the M. K. & T. road which the 
Goulds then controlled. He spent one 
Sunday afternoon on a siding in a spe- 
cial car in Muskogee. 
Becansc he 


.bought the women of Muskogee were 
:oo well dressed for an Indian town, 
:ost Muskogee the money that might 
have been donated to found a school 
'or Indian girls in Muskogee. Mr. 
Sage's comment at that time was 


these women are fitly dressed to ap- 


pear at church on Fifth avenue, instead 
of in this Indian town." 


In was the same year that Mr. Sage 


sent a private car to Indian Ter.-itory 
to take fifteen Indian girls fiom Indian 
Territory to Northfield to attend school 
there. These girls were of the Creek, 


Cherokee and Choctaw nations. Sever- 
al of them are educated and talented 
women still living here. 


In 1888 the old Creek Indian Mission 


school at Tallahassa, 
fifteen 
miles 


northwest 
of Muskogee, burned on 


Christmas day, and 100 Indian children 
were left out of school and twenty 
eight of them had no homes to go to. 
Miss Alice. Robertson, postmistress at 
Muskogee. was then in charge of this 
school. She went to New York am 
bearded Russell Sage in his office ant 
finally succeeded in getting him to send 
the twenty-eight Indian girls to Carlis 
le until they graduated. 
One of these 


is Ben Marshall, who owns the finest 
fruit farm in the Creek nation. 


Miss Robertson, about this time, had 


started a mission school at Muskogee 
for Indian girls or others. 
She needed 


funds to enlarge the school and appeal 
ed to Russel Sage. It was at tha 
dme that Mr. Sage made the remark 
able statement t'^at he would not giv 
money for a school here because th 
women dressed too well.

tempta to solve. The problem Is also 
one which thousands of girls or wonv 
eu In Paris have to face somehow. 
Cn the trades mentioned 60 cents a 
day is the average pay. The budget 
dra*n up by the union Is a pathetic 
miracle of thrlftiness. 
It contains 


ever 60 Items of expenditure and ac- 
counts for every penny. Rent beads 
the list and is down for $30 a year. 
Heating costs fl a month 
for alx 


months of the year and lighting $5.90 
for the whole twelve months. 
Ex- 


penses for meals are, breakfast, Ij4 
cents a day; luncheons, 8 cents; din- 
ners, 6 cents. 
Clotbea Includes two 


pairs of boots, $3; one pair of sum- 
mer shoes, "to save the boots," 60 
cents; soling and heeling, 
$1.60 
a 


year; two blouses at 36 cents each, 
two dresses at $5.50 each, three petti- 
coats, $2.25. 
Some Items are peculiarly pathetic. 


Matches, 1 cent a month; pen, ink and 
paper. 10 cents a year; postages, 32 
cents a year; receipt stamps for quar- 
terly rents, 4 cents; concierge's annual 
tip, $1; needles, thread, etc., for mend- 
Ing, 
$3; four baths a year, 50 cents; 


household expenses, $6.75; washing, 
$10.75. 
The grand total shows a balance on 


the right side of about $2 annually. 
This has to cover all extras, such as 
omnibus fares, which are not included 
in the estimate. This budget has been 
drawn up by the syndicate for the 
benefit of those of its members who 
find a difficulty in making both ends 
meet. 
One wonders how many ever 


manage to balance such a 
budget 


which, by the way, makes no provi- 
sion for Illness.

spiritedly Into the zone of effective 
marksmanship, demonstrating at once 
the superiority of its Individuals, the 
Spanish

retreated. 
So 
the 


Americans began to consider them rank 
cowards. However, they did not fol- 
low the Spaniards Into the harbor, 
because they feared probable mines. 


Eager for Brave D«eds. 


On May 11 the gunboat Wilmington, 


the torpedo boat Wlnslow and the so- 
called gunboat Hudson, a converted 
revenue cutter, met outside the harbor 
of Cardenas and decided to go inside 
and do some damage. 
They 
were 


weary of the sallies of the Spanish 
gunboats. 
Then they were eager to 


do brave things. 
This waterway to 


conflict was broad and shallow, with 
two Jagged stretches of land close to 
the mouth, and 
outside 
a 
dotted 


formation of coral keys. 
Here and 


there were other green-topped keys, 
with a channel running 
indefinitely 


among them. 
Beyond the wriggling 


channel Cardenas lay In an angle of 
sloping hills, seven miles away. 


The Wilmington, drawing 18 feet of 


water In these shallows, proceeded to 
a. location within 1.800 yards of the 
water front; the Winslow, a lighter 
draught boat, went 300 yards farther. 
The little Hudson 
Impudently 
fol- 


lowed. Ahead of these two American 
craft were the scudding Spanish gun- 
boats. 
They fled apparently 
from 


force of habit until they nestled some- 
where among the wharves of the city. 
Now the Wlnslow 
were 
triumphant 


and the 
pursuers. 


Hudson 


They 


rushed pell mell Into a zone of buoys. 
Through the sultry air echoed and 
reechoed a discharge 
of 
numerous 


guns. 


Every gun on the Wlnslow instant- 


ly replied, although the location of 
the Spanish batteries was a guess- 
work place. The enemy used smoke- 


ing officer at the port of New York. 


Some day the histories will refer 


to the sea fight of Cardenas harbor 
on the afternoon of May 11. 1898, as 
a typical brave, rash exploit of the 
American seaman. 
They will men- 


tion Bagley's name in sonorous para- 
graphs, Lieut. Bernadou's 
name In 


other sonorous paragraphs, and they 
also will tell of how Lieut. Newcomb. 
commanding officer of the ex-revenue 
cutter Hudson, a wooden boat, ran in 
under destructive masked 
batteries. 


threw a line to the disabled Wlnslow, 
remained there In the zone of fire for 
30 minutes, and finally brought away 
the Spaniard's prize In triumph. 


Then they will comment profusely 


on this peculiarly American contempt 
for shot and shell and they will hold 
•up to the constant attention of fu- 
ture generations the example of the 
deeds of that afternoon. And In their 
summary of the heroes of the war 
they will 
mention 
the 
names of 


Dewey, 
Schley, 
Sampson, 
Hobson. 


Newcomb, Bagley. Roosevelt. Funs- 
ton — all these names and others they 
will mention to the everlasting glory 
of America in wartime. 


Everybody 
remembers 
Newcomb 


when you revive his name In the pub- 
lic print. Before the war he was an 
obscure revenue officer, so far as the 
great mass of citizens went. But, on 
the morning of May 12, 1898, the ex- 
cited readers of the exlpoits in Car- 
denas harbor, the mourners, with the 
mother of Ensign Bagley, Democrats 
and 
Republicans, 
imperialists and 


anti-Imperialists— the country — knew 
the name of Lieut. Frank H. New- 
comb. 


Dared Spaniards to Combat. 


The affair In Cardenas harbor fol- 


lowed a series of astonishing captures 
of Spanish ships — of armed and un- 
armed merchant ships, and It also fol- 
lowed a series of daring attempts to 
engage the naval vessels of the Span- 
ish government In do-and-dle fights. 
For whenever a Spanish gunboat or 
cruiser showed herself In public, that 
is to say, whenever she showed her 
smokestacks and hull to an American 
fighting ship, small or big. effectively 
or crudely armed, she was promptly 
Invited to test her powers. 
Some- 


times these challenges were ludicrous, 
lor a converted small yacht would 
openly advance on a large gunboat 
possessed of ten times greater equip- 
ment, run up her flag proudly, fire 
her barking six-pounders and 
rush 


ahead and give every sign of wishing 
to engage in mortal conflict for the 
eternal glory of one side, or the other. 


The situation was frequently like the 


etreet situation wherein a small boy 
protrudes his head 
argumentatlvely 


and defies a man to knock a chip off 
his shoulder. „ For Instance, three clays 
before the conflict in Cardenas har- 
bor the gunboat Wlnslow, with Lieut. 
Bernadou in command 
and 
Ensign 


Worth Bagley hi the position of execu- 
tive officer, rushed toward three well- 
equipped Spanish gunboats Just out- 
side of Cardenas, intent on sinking 
«very one of them. The Wlnslow the- 
oretically was no match 
for 
three 


larger craft, but the spirit of daring 
and of contempt for the enemy was in 
the air. 
The battle of Cardenas took place 
Because three Spanish *un boats used 
Bagley rushed to the rail and cried 


out to Newcomb to heave a line, 
officer of the Hudson ran 
forward 


with a line and bellowed: 


"Don't miss It!" 
Bagley laughed and waved his hand 


cheerily. 
"Let her come!" yelled 
the 
boy. 


"It's getting too hot here for comfort." 


Eventually the task was apparent- 


ly completed. 
The Hudson 
started 


ahead, her men looking back calmly 
at the screaming town of Cardenas, 
Thirty 
seconds 
later 
the 
hawser 


snapped. The Wlnslow swung around 
and her men flung another hawser on 
board the Wlnslow. Far rearward the 
Wilmington was steaming to and fro, 
firing shell after shell Into the town, 
acting after the manner of an infuri- 
ated animal. 


Through Storm of Shells. 


The second hawser from the Hurt- 


son was a five-Inch one. 
They at- 


tached It to the pilot house under a

Knit without 
Increasing or decreasing for 2 pat- 
terns. Again knit the pattern rows 2 
times. Increasing 1 stitch at the out- 
side end of the first and fifth rows, 
then knit 7 patterns, 
increasing 
1 


stitch at the outside end of every sec- 
ond row. Let the last row end toward 
the outside and at the end of 
the 


needle cast on 17 stitches, having In 
all 84 stitches on needle. 


Knit In pattern until the front Is as 


long as the back. The last row made 
should end on the front edge. Turn 
and knit to within 18 stitches of the 
underarm seam, turn and knit back 
to the front again. 
Work back and 


forth, always letting 6 extra stitches 
stand on the needle towards under- 
arm seams, until no stitches remains 
on the first needle to 
be worked. 


With fine needle knit 2 and 2 across 
entire width, until ribbing is as deep 
as that at the back, and bind off. 


Take 25 stitches from the safety pin 


on to the needle again and on them 
work the second front, being careful 
to Increase and decrease at the prop- 
er ends of the needle to maUe the 
fronts opposites.

arm seams, then with the fine needle 
pick up a row of stitches round neck, 
and knit 1 row, narrowing sufficiently 
to bring it to the proper size.

Given Deserved Honor. 


Of course they were mentioned In 


the reports of the conflict. Particular 
mention was made of the commander 
of the Hudson for his coolness and 
supreme disregard of apparently cer- 
tain destruction. Then President Mc- 
Klnley sent to congress this recom- 
mendation : 


"I recommend that In recognition 


of the signal act of heroism of First 
Lieut. Frank H. Newcomb, United 
States revenue cutter service, above 
set forth, the thanks of congress be 
extended to him and to his officers 
and men of the Hudson, and that a 
gold medal of honor be presented to 
Lieut. Newcomb and a silver medal 
of honor to each member of his crew 
who served with him at Cardenas," 


Both branches of congress united 


in passing favorably on the recom- 
mendation and Lieut. Newcomb re- 
ceived a letter from the treasury de- 
partment containing this expression: 


"Yours Is the proud distinction of 


being the only commissioned 
officer 


of any service to 
'whom 
congress 


awarded a gold medal for 
herolsv 


during the war with Spain."

OF LATE RUSSELL SAGE

of Ceremonies — Hon. J P 


Muskogee, I. T., July 26.-The death 


of Russell Sage removes a benefactor 
who will long be remembered by some 
Indians of the five tribes, who owe 
their education to him. 


Mr. Sage's first visit to Indian Terri- 


tory was in 1883, when with J. Gould 
and others, he made an inspection trip 
over the M. K. & T. road which the 
Goulds then controlled. 
He spent one 


Sunday afternoon on a siding in a spe- 
cial car in Muskogee. 
Becansc he 


thought the women of Muskogee were 
too well dressed for an Indian town, 
cost Muskogee the money that might 
have been donated to found a school 
for Indian girls in Muskogee. Mr. 
Sage's comment 
at that ti-ne was 


"these women are fitly dressed to ap- 
pear at church on Fifth avenue, instead 
of in this Indian town." 


In was the same year that Mr Sage 


sent a private car to Indian Ter.-itory 
to take fifteen Indian girls fiom Indian 
Territory to Northfield to attend school 
there. These girls were of the Creek, 


Cherokee and Choctaw nations. Sever- 
al of them are educated and talented 
women still living here. 


In 1888 the old Creek Indian Mission 


school at Tallahassa, 
fifteen 
miles 


northwest of Muskogee, 
burned on 


Christmas day, and 100 Indian children 
were left out of school and twenty- 
eight of them had no homes to go to. 
Miss Alice Robertson, postmistress at 
Muskogee. was then in charge of this 
school 
She went to New York and 


bearded Russell Sage in his office and 
finally succeeded in getting him to send 
the twenty-eight Indian girls to Carlis- 
le until they graduated. One of these 
is Ben Marshall, who owns the finest 
fruit farm in the Creek nation. 


Miss Robertson, about this time, had 


started a mission school at Muskogee 
for Indian girls or others. She needed 
funds to enlarge the school and appeal- 
ed to Russel Sage. It was at that 
ume that Mr. Sage made the remark- 
able statement t'-at he would not give 
money for a school here because the 
women dressrd too well.

Women Workers in Featluf ..ad Ar- 


tificial Flower Trades In Part* 


Live on That Sum. ^ 


How to live on 60 cents a day Is 


k problem which the Paris syndicate 
of women workers in the feather and 
artificial flower trades solves, or at- 
tempts to solve. The problem is also 
one which thousands of girls or wom- 
en in Paris have to face somehow. 
In the trades mentioned 60 cents a 
day is the average pay. The budget 
drawn up by the union is a pathetic 
miracle of thriftiness. 
It contains 


ever 60 items of expenditure and ac- 
counts for every penny. Rent beads 
the list and is down for $30 a year. 
Heating costs 11 a month for six 
months of the year and lighting $5.90 
for the whole twelve months. 
Ex- 


penses for meals are, breakfast, l'/S 
cents a day; luncheons, 8 cents; din- 
ners, 6 cents. 
Clothes Includes two 


pairs of boots, $3; one pair of sum- 
mer shoes, "to save the boots," 60 
cents; soling and heeling, $1.60 a 
year; two blouses at 36 cents each, 
two dresses at $5.50 each, three petti- 
coats, $2.25. 


Some items are peculiarly pathetic. 


Matches, 1 cent a month; pen, ink and 
paper, 10 cents a year; postages, 32 
cents a year; receipt stamps for quar- 
terly rents, 4 cents; concierge's annual 
tip, $1; needles, thread, etc., for mend- 
Ing, $3; four baths a year, 50 cents; 
household expenses, $6.75; washing, 
$10.75. 


The grand total shows a balance on 


the right side of about $2 annually. 
This bus to cover all extras, such as 
omnibus fares, which are not included 
hi the estimate. This budget has been 
drawn up by the syndicate for the 
benefit of those of its members who 
find a difficulty in making both ends 
meet. One wonders how many ever 
manage to balance such a 
budget, 


which, by the way, makes no provi- 
sion for illness. 


Recently a Batlgnolles landlord died 


leaving a will, by which he exempted 
all his tenants from a quarter's rent 
and bequeathed a sum of $6,000 for 
distribution among the caretakers of 
his houses and those occupants of the 
same who happened to be pressed for 
money at the time of his 
demise. 


Another landlord has now died, leav- 
ing a larger sum to bis dependents 
than the Batlgnolles man. 


He lived at Autell, where he owned 


an extensive house, occupied by many 
tenants. To the caretakers concierges 
of this establishment the Autell land- 
lord left in his will $100,000. They 
are to have and to hold this money on 
condition that they remain honest and 
charitable people.

One of the 
greatest dangers in diving is that of 
panic. 


The quality a diver needs more than 


any other is presence of mind. A 
young Scotchman, six feet tall, by 
the name of Rob, applied to me for 
a position as diver. He had a sweet- 
heart at home, and, tempted by the 
high wages, was anxious to learn the 
business. One time, when work was 
slack, I let him go down. 


I told him minutely how to manage, 


screwed on his face glass and sent 
'aim under. I felt him land on the 
fwttom and signal that all was right. 
Then he walked away from the boat, 
paying out most of the line. After a 
little he stopped. 
I Imagined 
him 


resting, and thought he was doing re- 
markably well. 


All at once I noticed a dark blad- 


der-like object floating at some dis- 
tance from the 
boat. 
At 
first 
I 


thought it was a turtle. Something 
made me look at It more carefully, 
and then I began to haul the line In. 
The "turtle" was Rob. As he drew 
nearer we could hear him screaming 
his loudest inside the swollen dress. 
I got him alongside, unscrewed the 
escape-valve, and hauled him on deck. 
All the time he was crying: 
"Let 


me out!"

escape-valve the 


wrong way, keeping in the air instead 
of letting it escape. He lost his pres-

The second attempt Rob made as 


a diver nearly cost him his life. He 
made the very same mistake with the 
valve. Then, crazed by fear, he be- 
gan to unscrew his face glass. For- 
tunately for his sweetheart, he lost 
consciousness before he got 1/t off. He 
was delirious for some hours after 
we had hauled him up. We decided 
he was not fit for a diver, and that 
his road to fortune lay in some other 
direction.—Youth's Companion.

Lieut. Newcomb six years ago, and 
now he is Capt Newcomb, the super- 
visor of anchorages an\ the purchas- 
ing officer at the port of New York. 


Some day the histories will refer 


to the sea flght of Cardenas harbor 
on the afternoon of May 11. 1898, as 
a typical brave, rash exploit of the 
American seaman. 
They will 
men- 


tion Bagley's name in sonorous para- 
graphs, Lieut. Bernadou's 
name in 


other sonorous paragraphs, and they 
also will tell of how Lieut. Newcomb, 
commanding officer of the ex-revenue 
cutter Hudson, a wooden boat, ran In 
under destructive masked 
batteries, 


threw a line to the disabled Wlnslow, 
remained there In the zone of fire for 
30 minutes, and finally brought away 
the Spaniard's prize in triumph. 


Then they will comment profusely 


on this peculiarly American contempt 
for shot and shell and they will hold 
up to the constant attention of fu- 
ture generations the example of the 
deeds of that afternoon. And in their 
summary of the heroes of the war 
they will 
mention 
the 
names of 


Dewey, 
Schley, 
Sampson, 
Hobson. 


Newcomb, Bagley. Roosevelt. Funs- 
ton—all these names and others they 
•will mention to the everlasting glory 
of America in wartime. 


Everybody 
remembers 
Newcomb 


when you revive his name In the pub- 
lic print. Before the war he was an 
obscure revenue officer, so far as the 
great mass of citizens went. But, on 
the morning of May 12, 1898, the ex- 
cited readers of the exlpoits in Car- 
denas harbor, the mourners, with the 
mother of Ensign Bagley, Democrats 
and 
Republicans, 
imperialists and 


anti-Imperialists—the country — knew 
the name of Lieut. Frank H. New- 
comb. 


Dared Spaniards to Combat. 


The affair In Cardenas harbor fol- 


lowed a series of astonishing captures 
of Spanish ships—of armed and un- 
armed merchant ships, and It also fol- 
lowed a series of daring attempts to 
engage the naval vessels of the Span- 
ish government in do-and-dle fights. 
For whenever a Spanish gunboat or 
cruiser showed herself In public, that 
is to say, whenever she showed her 
smokestacks and hull to an American 
fighting ship, small or big, effectively 
or crudely armed, she was promptly 
Invited to test her powers. 
Some- 


times these challenges were ludicrous, 
for a converted small yacht would 
openly advance on a large gunboat 
possessed of ten times greater equip- 
ment, run up her flag proudly, fire 
her barking six-pounders and 
rush 


ahead and give every sign of wishing 
to engage in mortal conflict for the 
eternal glory of one side, or the other. 


The situation was frequently like the 


street situation wherein a small boy 
protrudes his head 
argumentatlvely 


and defies a man to knock a chip off 
his shoulder. „ For instance, three days 
before the conflict In Cardenas har- 
bor the gunboat Wlnslow, with Lieut. 
Bernadou in command 
and 
Ensign 


Worth Bagley In the position of execu- 
tive officer, rushed toward three well- 
equipped Spanish gunboats Just out- 
Bide of Cardenas, Intent on sinking 
every one of them. The Wlnslow the- 
oretically was no match 
for 
three 


larger craft, but the spirit of daring 
and of contempt for the enemy was in 
the air. 
The battle of Cardenas took place 


B«oau»e three Spanish gunboats used 


to sneak out of their shelter at op- 
portune moments and try to pick off 
passing 
American 
tugboats 
and 


launches. 
If the gunboat 
advanced 


spiritedly Into the zone of effective 
marksmanship, demonstrating at once 
the superiority of its individuals, the 
Spanish 
boats 
retreated. 
So 
the 


Americans began to consider them rank 
cowards. 
However, they did not fol- 


low the Spaniards Into the harbor, 
because they feared probable mines. 


Eager for Brave Deeds. 


On May 11 the gunboat Wilmington, 


the torpedo boat Wlnslow and the so- 
called gunboat Hudson, a converted 
revenue cutter, met outside the harbor 
of Cardenas and decided to go inside 
and do some damage. 
They 
were 


weary of the sallies of the Spanish 
gunboats. 
Then they were eager to 


do brave things. 
This waterway to 


conflict was broad and shallow, with 
two Jagged stretches of land close to 
the mouth, and 
outside a 
dotted 


formation of coral keys. 
Here and 


there were other green-topped keys. 


out to Newcomb to heave a line. AD 
officer of the Hudson ran 
forward 


with a line and bellowed: 


"Don't miss It!" 
Bagley laughed and waved his hand 


cheerily. 
"Let her come!" yelled 
the 
boy. 


"It's getting too hot here for comfort." 


Eventually the task was apparent- 


ly completed. 
The Hudson 
started 


ahead, her men looking back calmly 
at the screaming town of Cardenas, 
Thirty 
seconds 
later 
the 
hawser 


snapped. The Wlnslow swung around 
and her men flung another hawser on 
board the Wlnslow. Far rearward the 
Wilmington was steaming to and fro, 
firing shell after shell Into the town, 
acting after the manner of an infuri- 
ated animal. 


Through Storm of Shells. 


The second hawser from the Hurt- 


son was a five-Inch one. 
They at- 


tached it to the pilot house under a 
rain of ammunition, 
son began to move 


Then the Hud- 
forward 
again. 


with a channel running 
indefinitely 


among them. 
Beyond the wriggling 


channel Cardenas lay In an angle of 
sloping hills, seven miles away. 


The Wilmington, drawing 18 feet of 


water In these shallows, proceeded to 
a location within 1.800 yards of the 
water front; the Winslow, a lighter 
draught boat, went 300 yards farther. 
The little Hudson 
Impudently 
fol- 


lowed. Ahead of these two American 
craft wore the scudding Spanish gun- 
boats. 
They fled apparently 
from 


force of habit until they nestled some- 
where among the wharves of the city. 
Now the Wlnslow and the 
Hudson 


were 
triumphant 
pursuers. 
They 


rushed pell mell into a zone of buoys. 
Through the sultry air echoed ami 
reechoed a discharge 
of 
numerous 


guns. 


Every gun on the Wlnslow Instant- 


ly replied, although the location of 
the Spanish batteries was a guess- 
work place. The enemy used smoke- 
less powder; the American ships were 
draped with smoke. 
Then came an- 


other discharge from the Spaniards 
-^•from the shore, from visible ware- 
houses, from the docks. 
The Amer- 


icans knew that the gunboats were 
hidden among certain 
wharves, so 


they steamed ahead In defiance of the 
mines and the masked batteries. They 
penetrated the zone of the buoys until 
they were 
gunboats. 


only 800 yards from the 
There was a continuous 


pyrotehcnlc 
display. 
The 
water 


around both boats constantly showed 
geysers. 


Lieut. Nemcomb observed the con- 


dition of the Winslow and steamed 
toward her, still valiantly peppering 
everything Spanish within range. He 
saw Bagley signal and hold aloft a 
megaphone, and presently he 
heard 


the ensign yell: 


"We are disabled! 
Come and tow 


us off!" 


At once the Hudson steamed with- 


in the uneven circle of water spouts. 
He approached until he was only 200 
yards from 
the 
battered 
Wlnslow. 


The shells came thicker and thicker 
and the Spaniards were shooting with 
surprising accuracy. Once the Wins- 
low careened and belched forth a part 
of her body. Steam followed the as- 
sortment of missiles. 
On board the 


Hudson Newcomb observed to his men 
that the boiler of the Winslow was 
evidently gone. 


Near the pilot house he saw tfep««Wt- 


ting figure of her commanding officer 
with a huge bandage around one leg. 
He saw Bagley walk calmly up to 
Bernadou, shake hands with him and 
wave 
contemptuously 
toward 
the 


masked batteries and 
the 
Spanish 


gunboats. 
The Hudson 
drew 
still 


farther Into the rain of missiles. 


Tested in Face of Death. 


Bagley rushed to the rail and cried 


She continued to move forward, firing 
her six-pounders as rapidly as 
the 


men could load them. 
These 
gun- 


ners were swearing at their slowness 
and the commander kept urging them 
to work harder. 
Ho strode up and 


down the deck, dividing his attention 
among these gunners and the Span- 
lards and the hawser. 
His quarter- 


master walked beside him, praying un- 
consciously that the rope would not 
part like Its predecessor. They stood 
out boldly on the deck of the little 
revenue cutter, entirely unmindful of 
the spat, spat, spat of the bullets and 
the screaming of the shells. 


It was absolutely necessary for the 


little Hudson to get tho remains of 
the Wlnslow and her dead out of the 
zone of fire. Half a dozen times the 
Hudson was struck by shells, so that 
she also began to resemble a dere- 
lict. 
But she kept steaming ahead 


through the treacherous shoals, over 
possible locations 
for 
mines, 
now 


scraping a coral reef, now dragging 
the Wlnslow off an unseen shallow 
place, but always belching forth flame 
and smoke from her six-pounders and 
always leaving the masked batteries 
farther and farther behind, u-ntll at 
last the nearest geyser was yards and 
yards rearward. 


And then the officers yelled to the 


men on board 
the 
Wlnslow 
and 


learned of the death of Ensign Bag- 
ley and of four other deaths. 
So 


great was the rage on the Hudson 
that every member of her crew want- 
ed to have the boat turned around and 
reenter the harbor and destroy every 
'visible object in Cardenas, Including 
the three gunboats and the masked 
battery and all the Spaniards there. 


Given Deserved Honor. 


Of course they were mentioned in 


the reports of the conflict. Particular 
mention was made of the commander 
of the Hudson for his coolness and 
supreme disregard of apparently cer- 
tain destruction. Then President Mc- 
Klnley sent to congress this recom- 
mendation : 


"I recommend that In recognition 


of the signal act of heroism of First 
Lieut. Frank H. Newcomb, United 
States revenue cutter service, above 
set forth, the thanks of congress be 
extended to him and to his officers 
and men of the Hudson, and that a 
gold medal of honor be presented to 
Lieut. Newcomb and a silver medal 
of honor to each member of his crew 


One pound of German knitting yarn,

stitches In pattern and put them, on 
to a safety pin. Knit and bind the 
next 19 stitches and on the remain- 
Ing 25 stitches knit the pattern rows 
once, then knit them twice more, In- 
creasing 1 stitch at the inside end 
every second row, 3 stitches in all. 
The last row knit should end toward 
the Inside. At the end of it cast on 
23 stitches. 
There are 
in 
all 
61 


stitches on the needle. Knit without 
increasing or decreasing for 2 pat- 
terns. Again knit the pattern rows 2 
times. Increasing 1 stitch at the out- 
side end of the first and fifth rows, 
then knit 7 patterns, 
Increasing 
1 


stitch at the outside end of every sec- 
ond row. Let the last row end toward 
the outside and at tho end of 
the 


needle cast on 17 stitches, having In 
all 84 stitches on needle. 


Knit In pattern until the front Is as 


long as the back. The last row mad« 
should end on the front edge. Turn 
and knit to within 18 stitches of the 
underarm seam, turn and knit back 
to the front again. 
Work back and 


forth, always letting 6 extra stitches 
stand on the needle towards under- 
arm seams, until no stitches remains 
on the first needle to 
be worked. 


With fine needle knit 2 and 2 across 
entire width, until ribbing Is as deep 
as that at the back, and bind off. 


Take 25 stitches from the safety pin 


on to the needle again and on them 
work the second front, being careful 
to increase and decrease at the prop- 
er ends of the needle to make tho 
fronts opposites. 
Sew up the under- 


arm seams, then with the fine needle 
pick up a row of stitches round neck, 
and knit 1 row, narrowing sufficiently 
to bring It to the proper size. Number 
of stitches divisible by 4. Knit 2 and 
2 until collar 
Is 
height desired— 


about 
three 
inches—and 
bind off 


loosely. 
For the sleeve cast on 18 


stitches nnd knit in pattern, Increas- 
ing 1 stitch at each end 
of 
each 


needle until there are Cli stitches in 
all on the needle. Then knit 2 rows, 
casting on 8 stitches at the begin- 
nlng of each row. 
Knit bark 
and 


forth in pattern until tbo sleeve 
is 


long enough. With fine needles knit 
2 and 2 for cuff. 
The waist may be 


finished with a crocheted edge if de

Art it is, for where cookery may be an 
exact science, governed by certain set 
rules, there is more or less license 
permissible in the preparation of des- 
serts and beverages which call for the 
use of fruit as their ingredients. 


The wise 
litt.le housekeeper who 


does the right thing at the right time 
will let no opportunity slip to con- 
coct something delicious and cool dur- 
ing tlie season when the days are hot- 
test and fruit the most plentiful. She 
will have many a surprise in store for 
the home-coming husbands or sons, fa- 
tigued from the heat nnd hunger with- 
out having a genuine appetite. It is 
at such times that a man will turn 
aside from the tenderest roast of meat 
and let his eye wander in the direction 
of the salad bowl, and If given the 
opportunity, will pass over a variety of 
of steaming vegetables in favor of a 
dish oC fruit. 
Peaches, bananas and a pineapple 


make a splendid combination, omitting 
oranges. 


To serve peaches 
with whipped 


cream you should peel them a few 
minutes before dinner and stand them 
on the Ice, covered, until dessert. Have 
some rich fruit sirup ready nnd also 
the cream, iced. Pour the sirup on 
first, then the whipped cream and gar- 
nish with raspberries or some extra 
pieces of peach. 
In lieu of the fruit 


sirup squeeze several peaches through 
a strainer and mix with 
pulverized 


sugar until the juice becomes thick. 


To Mend Curtains. 


Wash, starch and Iron, or dry on a 


frame In the usual way. 
Then cut 


pieces of old curtain large enough to 
generously cover the holes in the cur- 
tain you wish to mend, dip them (the 
pieces) in starch, lay over the holes, 
and iron dry.
